To Arctic Camp Is Rife With Death

CHICAGO--Lhe bite of a Kussiar Winter was 
deep on the itand in November, 1940, when I 
started north from Odessa, on the Black Sea, to 
the Arctic hel! of the slave labor camps in the 
Soviet Union. | was unde: sentence vf 15 years. 

We prisoners waited tu: three weeks at 
Kharkov while a vonvey was assembled. Because 
the Kharkov orisou was tammed with 30,000 to 
40,000, some 2000 of us were guarded in the 
open. There wei* Russians. Poles, Polish Jews, 
Ukrainians, Litauanians, Latvians, Estonians, and 
other Russian ‘ minorities.’ 

Our destination was Vorkuta, center of a 
prison camp system below the Barents Sea, 
northeast of Archangel, and some 1,200 miles 
northeast of Moscow We went there by way 
of Kotlas, a new and important railroad and in- 
dustrial center, south of Arcnangel. on the north- 
ern Dvina River. 

The journey tvuvk one month of slow travel 
in freight cars. Every day we had one bucket 
of coal for each ear Our deily rations were six 
ounces of dry bread trozen hard as a stone, and 
two salt herrings * 

Thirst and cold almost killed me. Hundreds 

died. Every oe we rushed their béddies 
out on the snow ife is cheap in Russia, 
whether one is a siave or “free.” 

‘How did I become a siave? I am a Pole, 
university graduate, and newspaper man. I was 
mobilized in 1939 when Hitler invaded Poland

Many prisoners 
went mad after three months’ I saved my sanity 
by taming a venturesome little mouse to “listen. 
She shared by cell. 

I was “interrogated” 15 times, but the MVD 
never succeeded ww learning anything of value, 
despite torture. Once I had to stand upright 
for 90 hours withou cest. Afterward I could not 
walk for two months because of swollen legs. 
Another trick was to strip 4 man, lay him over 
a barrel, then tap the barre) with a club. The 
vibrations produced painful nausea and internal 
hemorrhaging. 3 

The usual penalty for a “political” was death, 
a sentence later reduced to 25 years so Stalin 
could use us as slaves. My sentence was 15, the

Seasickness 


BALTIMORE—(UP)—Two doc- 
tors at Johns Hopkins Hospital 
reported yesterday that medical 
science has found a drug which 
will cure or prevent seasickness 
without causing harmful effects. 

Doctors Leslie N. Gay and Paul 
Carliner said the drug, “drama- 
mine,” was markedly successful 
during experiments with soldiers 
aboard the Army Transport Gen- 
eral Ballou on a rough Atlantic 
crossing last’ December. 

Of 134 men who were given 
dramamine for 48 hours before 
the voyage, “not one developed 
nausea or vomiting while taking 
the drug only two men com- 
plained of some dizziness.” | 

The doctors explained that 
drugs otherwise successful in 
treating seasickness “produce side 
effects as seriously handicapping 
as motion sickness itself.”

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Let's Not Hang Ourselves 


* Georgia is one of the Southern States 
to which new industry is coming. 

That means we will need more and 
more skilled workers, trained by voca- 
tional schools in industrial arts. 

Georgia is one of the Southern States 
which is changimg from cotton to dairying, 
cattle and other livestock. We will keep 
cotton where it does well, but we are go- 
ing in for change in our agriculture, de- 
voting more time to grains, poultry and 
pastures. 

Therefore, we will need more and more 
of our young high school boys and girls 
who are trained in agriculture and in 
home-making. We will need more trained 
boys and girls if we are to hold them on 
the land and keep them in our small com- 
munities. Not many of our young people 
who are going to stay on the land will go 
to college. 

No one can escape those two facts. ~ 

Therefore, we hope the Senate will re- 
move the restrictions against vocational 
education and will go along with the 
House measure for the sake of Georgia’s 
future. 

The House bill does not in any manner 
raise the pay of vocational teachers, who 
work on a 12-month basis instead of nine. 
Unfortunately the school lobby, which is 
hostile to vocational education, is being 
in part directed by an official who openly 
has revealed his determination to take 
over control of vocational education, has 


managed to have poured upon the mem- 
bers of the Legislature telegrams and let- 
ters from academic teachers. who do not 
know the real fight that is going on to cur- 
tail and retard vocational education. Dr. 
Harold Saxon, associate with Aubrey Wil- 
liams when NYA attempted to take voca- 
tional education from the States, is known 
to have expressed hostility toward the 
Georgia vocational set-up. There is affi- 
davit support of his expressed intent to 
“do what he could against it.” 

There is no effort being made to get 
more money for vocational salaries. 

All that is being done is to attempt to 
make certain that there will be enough 
money for carrying on vocational educa- 
tion, so vital to our State’s future. That is 
the one issue. 3 

We regret that this power-determined 
lobby has beclouded the real issue. We be- 
lieve it will destroy the entire school pro- 
gram if allowed to have its way. Many 
superintendents have reported the intimi- 
dation to which they have been subjected. 

We believe that every legislator, if he 
weighs the common sense facts, will see 
that Georgia must have adequate voca- 
tional teaching to carry us through the 
transition period in which the State is 
changing its agricultural economy and re- 
ceiving new industry requiring skilled 
workers. We cannot entrust it to men 
who want to reduce it to a sideshow. 

Let’s not hang ourselves.

Having urged it for weeks, we nat- 
urally are encouraged by reports that an 
effort will be made to remove the re- 
registration feature from the voters’ quali- 
fication bill now before the State Legis- 
lature. 

It is an error, even from the standpoint 
of those who hoped to use it to reduce the 
number of voters, especially Negro voters. 
These gentlemen would find that human 
nature would nullify that hope in the bill. 
People want to do that which seems to be 
prohibited.

Can't We Eradicate Rabies? 


An alarming increase in the number of 
rabies cases in South Georgia counties has 
brought a call for two control measures— 
inoculation of dogs and elimination of 
foxes. 


In ‘Putnam County the owner of a 
dairy herd had to inoculate all his cows 
after an invasion by a rabid dog. Accord- 
ing to this dairyman, the disease has 
reached a critical stage in that section of 
the State. 


In Emanuel, Jenkins, Bulloch and 
Screven counties, health officials are put- 
ting the finger on foxes as the source of 
rabies infection. 


Proposed remedy is a fox eradication 
drive aimed not at total extermination, 
but at reduction in the number of reyn- 
ards through elimination of the slow- 
footed, not so sly, or sickly marauders that 
let themselves get caught. 

Even the fox hunters favor the pro- 
gram, for they say better chases will come 
with the survival of the fittest. 

Rabies or hydrophobia, as our fathers 
knew it, is a horrible disease for which 
there is no excuse in this modern scientific 
age. 

Wiping it out completely warrants 
whatever drastic measures health officers 
see fit to adopt.

WASHINGTON—The Treasury Department soon will launch another of its nation-wide campaigns 
for the sale to the public of Government savings bonds. No greater patriotic service can be rendered 


by the average citizen than by participating in and lending support to the campaign. 


It should be 


the duty of every loyal citizen to inform himself of the purpose back of the program. 


No forma! date has yet been set for the open- 
ing of the drive. These are details that will be 
announced by the Treasury shortly. But they 
are expected to follow the pattern of similar cam- 
paigns conducted in the past, with leading per- 
gons of each community aiding in the organiza- 
tion of local teams which will go out ringing 
door bells in an effort to induce the people to 
invest more of their savings in Government se- 
curities. 

At the outset the Treasury would have it 
made clear that the purpose behind the bond- 
selling drive is not to secure additional] funds for 
Government financing. The objective is entirely 
different—one that should appeal to every person 
who is interested in sound Government and a 
stable national economy. 


The over-all purpose is to secure a wider 
distribution of the national debt, to pro- 
mote individual savings and to avoid the | 
inflationary effect of too large a proportion 
of our bonded indebtedness being held by 
the banks, which are able to use their Gov- 
ernment securities as the basis for expanded 
credit. 


It is to be emphasized that not a single dollar 
- from the proceeds of the coming savings bond 
sales will be used to increase the national debt. 
What the Treasury is after is to keep the owner- 
ship of the national] debt widely spread among 
the people, and to help diminish the inflation- 
ary effects of a swollen money supply created 
by the financing of the most costly war in 
history. 

By investing in Government bonds people will 
build up their own savings for security and 
future betterment of themselves and their fami- 
lies, and they will be helping to keep down prices 
and the cost of living. In both ways they will 
be helping themselves directly. 

To appreciate the situation it is necessary to 
bear a few figures in mind. The national debt 
today, resulting from the heavy deficit financing 
we had to go through during the war and pre- 
vious depression years, stands at around $252,- 
000,000,000—a staggering sum. Individual Amer- 


icans, as contrasted with the banks and insur- 
ance companies, hold $47,000,000,000 of the 
amount in the form of Government savings 
bonds, including $32,000,000,000 in Series E 
bonds alone. 


This is quite a tidy sum, but the Treasury 
would have it increased considerably. It at- 
tests to the confidence the people have in their 
Government. The more it is spread out among 
the people the greater will be our national 
stability and the greater will be the public in- 
terest in Government. 


The import-~ce of that much savings in Gov- 
ernment bonds by individuals is apparent when 
we stop to remember that it amounts to more 
than the entire nationa] income was back at 
the peak of the depression a few years ago. That 
means that if we ran into another bad spel] the 
people would have that much cash savings to 
fal] back on and to tide them over the. period 
of adjustment. 


Naturally the Treasury wants to promote as 
much individual savings of the kind as possible. 
It would be a wholesome thing if we could in- 
crease the amount of individual held savings 
bonds to $100,000,000,000. That would be a nice 
— egg for the public to hold against a rainy 

ay. 


The United States Government today is 
the greatest enterprise on earth. To invest 
in Government savings bonds is to become a 
shareholder in this enterprise. It gives to the 
holders of such bonds a realization that 
they are directly and vitally concerned in 
the wise management of Government for 
the common good. 


And where is there a safer investment for 
thrifty persons? If your Government bonds fail, 
then everything else falls with them. 


Soon the Treasury will have teams of volun- 
teers out ringing door bells to get the public to 
put more of its savings into these bonds. It 
will be the duty of every patriotic citizen to re- 
spond just as we all did during the war. Thrift 
and self-interest dictates this course.

3 The process of death is a return to the soil 
by each living thing of that which it borrowed

From the days when the earth cooled and winds and rains 
began to create soil. the face of the earth has been a graveyard. 
Through millions of years plants and animals have borrowed 
from the earth and at death returned to it the minerals 
taken from it. 

Until man learned how to upset it with flocks of animals and 
by cutting down trees and clearing land for deep plowing, nature’s 
law worked smoothly and kept the great graveyard of earth 


in balance. 

Hunger The ever-hungry millions of China, India, of North 
Africa and the Middle East starve where once there 

was fertility and food. That was before the flocks of goats and 

sheep cut the. grass roots out of the soil: before the trees were 

destroyed in war and used up for fuel; before the fields were left 

without cover crops and were blown and washed away. 

Nowhere in the world is there so much hunger and misery, 
open doors for’ Communism, as in North Africa, in Asia and the 
Middle East. 

It was of these areas the President spoke in his inaugural 
message. 

The inaugural, a word which is derived from the Latin 
word “augur,” or a search for omens, was a proper place for such a 
speech. If we can bring it off it will be an augury of a more con- 
terted world and a defeat for the Communist ideology. 


Inaugural The President implied no boondoggling. He said we 
must export skills and that we must encourage and 
enable private business to invest in the backward areas. 

Now he has made clearer what the first—and cheapest—of 
these exports in skills will be. That it is agricultural skill will not 
be surprising. 

Land hunger and land ruin go together. 

They are the twin causes of misery, hunger and poverty in 
the depressed areas of the world. 

Any progress must of necessity begin with the soil. 

Therefore, it is fitting that we send our technicians and our 
expert; to teach farm skills so that what soil is left may be saved 
and improved. 

Most of the distressed areas where hunger is the constant com- 
panion and where persons live all their lives without once knowing 
the feeling of a full stomach, use primitive methods. The wooden 
plow and the ox, the small hoe and the hands are the chief tools. 


Willkie In 1942 Wendell Willkie, who actually was the first 

- to proclaim the Truman policy, said on his return 
from a journey through the distressed and backward areas where 
landless, hungry millions understandably were restless and dis- 
contented: ss 

“If we could just provide these millions and millions of per- 
sons with enough land to enable them to buy one suit of clothes 
per year; one pair of shoes, underwear and socks, think what it 
would mean to the markets we supply.” 

We already have made small beginnings. 

They remember our agricultural experts kindly in Turkey, The 
late Kemal Attaturk called in American farm experts to try to 
reclaim some of the desert hills and valleys that stretch from the 
Taurus Mountains to the interior, where he built the new capital 
city, Ankara. 

Today the hawk-eyed old Arab despot, Ibn Saud, has American 
farm teachers showing his people how to grow more food. 

If we start now and make a little progress every year, 50 years 
would pass before these areas would come even close to feeding 


themselves. ' 


South The policy has meaning at home. From th~ University of 

Illinois comes a report. It declares that not only is IIli- 
nois one of the great corn States but that the State leads the nation 
in production of refined corn products. 

What are they? 

Corn starch, oil, corn oil meal, salad and vegetable oils, oleo- 
margarine, leather dressing, cooking oils, pharmaceuticals and 
soap. That is not all the list But it includes the chief items. 

Here in the South our farmers—because of poor seed laws 
enabling inferior seeds to be sold—were off to a poor. start in 
hybrid corn. It is not the whole story. Many of our prolific corn 
creeds will do well. But hybrid will be the answer for most farmers. 
We have just scratched the surface. It is not at all improbable 
but that hybrids will be developed which will produce 300 bushels 
to the acre. We already can produc: 200 bushels with intensive use 
of phosphates and nitrogens. 

Georgia this year had 224 farmers who produced more than 
100 bushels an acre. Other Southern States are coming along 
equally slow. 

We want factorie.. We need them. 

But think what it would mean if several thousand of our 
farmers were producing corn for feed and a surplus to go into 
by-product plants. The production of enough feed would enrich 
us. Addition of by-products would mean more wealth. We, too, are a 
backward area in some respects. But I think every year more and 
more of our people see the light and move forward with new hope 
and purpose.

in the course of a year do so through Miami. | 


Tourists still comprise the majority of Miami’s 
staggering air traffic. During last year's sea- 
son, Pan American flew 151,477 passengers in 
and out of Miami as compared to 9,002 for New 
Orleans and 12,811 for Houston. But tourists 
are not all. In increasing numbers, South 
Americans are coming to this country on busi- 
ness, shopping tours or for medical attention. 


While Miami’s shipping is relatively in- 
significant as yet, compared to the giants in 
the field, it is skyrocketing with the advent 
of regularly scheduled cargo flights by a 
fleet of giant C-46s which Pan American has 
recently placed in service. And while 20 
or 30 million pounds of air cargo which will 
probably move through Miami in 1949 may 
seem small in contrast to several million tons 
which move out of other Southern ports by 
water, by one criterion—dollarwise—it is a 
great deal more impressive.

Anglo-American Partnership Plans 


LONDON—One of Ernest Bevin’s favorite complaints .is that 
Britair’s postwar economic weakness has prevented him from doing 
“a proper job” as foreign minister. Behind his ruminative grum- 
bling lies an important fact. For the past three years, while at- 
tempting to play her habitual part as a great power, Britain has 
really lacked the means to sustain that position. It has been the 
old and very human story of fallen fortunes concealed behind a 
bold front. 

The bold front has failed, however, to deceive the planners and 
policy makers in the Kremlin and other capitals. Britain’s inner 
weakness has been a central element in all calculations of the 
world balance of power. Many prophets have forecast that this 
weakness could never be overcome. Thus the superb British re- 
covery of the last year, with its promise that with any luck the 
British people will be standing entirely on their own feet by 1952, 
is a major development of world politics. 

If the British people go on as they have been going, in fact, the 
propl ets are going to have to eat their prophecies, and the calcu- 
lation: of the world power balance are going to have to be made all 
over again. This process of calculation is already going on here. 
The tentative results should deeply interest Americans. 


Pro ram In brief, the highly practical British know that even 
g with the greatest dexterity, ingenuity and self-denial, 
they cannot hope to regain the dominance they once enjoyed by 
sheer weight of wealth and strength. New giant powers have 
emerged, in America and Russia, which woul make such an at- 
temz‘ foolhardy The British solution, therefore, is to replace the 
“Pax Britannica” of the Nineteenth Century with a “Pax Anglo- 
Americana” in the Twentieth. The partnérship of the two nations 
is to do the job that Britain once did alone. 

The position accorded to the United States in this partnership 
car be, grasped from two simple facts. Behind the French accep- 
tance of Field Marshal Montgomery as Western Union Chief of 
Staff lay and still dies a secret understanding with the British. 
Bot! parties spontaneous!: agreed that in the event of the outbreak 
of war in Europe, the United States would be invited to name an 
American officer to supplant Montgomery in the supreme command. 

Again, in the course of the sordid Italian colonies dispute, the 
British have repeatedly pressed the proposal that the United States 
accept trusteeshit of Tripolitania.

All of these are straws in the wind of prime significance. Their 
meaning is underlined by another fact of great interest. Where 
the Atlantic Pact alone is unlikely to restore a full sense of security 
in Europe proper, this formal commitment by the United States 
will gu far toward soothing the lurking fears for their own future 
which even the rather stolid British have occasionally felt. The 
whole development that is thus foreshadowed will, if not halted 
by misfortune, strongly tend to shape the political future of the 
next decades. 

Such a development has long been hoped for in Washington by 
such wise policy makers as George Kennan, who recognize that 
Anglo-American partnership rests on the best, of all foundations— 
almost complete community of interest. But for the sake of effi- 
ciency, and as a matter of public policy, it would seem desirable for 
the leaders of both nations to be a bit more articulate about this 
great though rather formless process that is now going forward.

WASHINGTON—We all know that all nations have spies, international rela- 
tions still being on the cops-and-robbers level. We all know that spies use dupes 


in 


the nations where they operate. We all know, too, that real spy stories are 


stranger and more fascinating than fiction, even though there are revelations 
close enough to reality to satisfy most anybody in such works as Bruce Lock- 


hart’s 


tish Agent,” and “Ashenden,” by Somerset Maugham, the British playwright and novelist 


who was a secret agent in World War I. Our own agents don’t seem to go in much for literature, 


which may be just as well. 

All of our ‘established notions from fact and 
fiction are nicely satisfied in the latest spy 
revelations, the elaborate report released by the 
War Department on the Soviet spy ring in Japan 
whose operations were discovered and stopped 
by the Japanese government in 1941, but not 
before the ting had advised Russia of the attack 
by Germany, and very lucky at that, as it turned 
out for all of us later. The report was prepared 
over a year ago by Army Intelligence officers in 
Japan. * 


Even more intriguing than the story it- 
self, which goes far back for many years, is 
why it was released at this particular time. 
Maybe it would be a sound idea for Con- 
gress to look into this, for there’s too much 
evidence already that the military is throw- 
ing its weight around too much in the midst 
of ticklish international developments. 


One explanation came from Gen. Charles A. 
Willoughby, Chief of Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s 
Intelligence Section in Japan, who said he be- 
lieved it was timed for its “educational value” 
for the American people. Civilians are inclined 
to be suspicious of “education” by the Army in 
times of peace—or maybe this isn’t peace. If it 
isn’t, somebody should be frank enough to tell us. 

Interna! evidence in the way the document is 
wriften anc its emphasis indicates to a lay reader 
of many such documents that it is designed (1) 
to frighten us in this country stil] further against 
Russia and stir up all sorts of suspicions among 
us against individuals and groups, and (2) to 
uphold Army views about policy in China and 
discredit writers or anybody else who holds dif- 
ferent views. 

It may have a third purpose, which ean be 


suggested by recalling that very often about this 
time of year when Army appropriations are be- 
fore , some sort of scare or another is 
raised. It’s an old trick, but trying on the nerves. 

At the outset of the report, addressed to our 
citizens, is this: | 

“Though the work of Dr. Richard Sorge (head 
of the spy ring) and his companions belongs to 
history, the lessons of that work should serve as 
a clear warning for today and the future. They 
concern not just the Intelligence officer but every 
good citizen. Some of their implications are 
frightening. : 

* “One begins to wonder whom one can trust, 
what innocent comrade or loyal friend may sud- 
denly be discovered as the enemy. He may have 
any face.” | 


Your neighbor, for instance. That is 
frighteningly clever in itself. The report is 
saying, in effect, that good citizens had bet- 
ter be suspicious of each other. That smacks 
of the spying upon neighbors and the encour- 
agement of people to report on their neigh- 
bors in Nazi Germany. 


And ‘then this: 

“The facts should sharpen American concern 
with United States employees who show sym- 
pathy with the (Communist) party and yet who 
never have joined it.” 

‘We don’t need any “thought police” here. 

And as for real spies, we’d like to think we 
could depend on the military intelligence services 
and the FBI. That’s their business. They can 
go about it quietly and efficiently and without 
stirring up suspicion and dissension among our 
own people, which weakens us rather than 
strengthens us. :

I read occasionally an earnest, pious, often 
angry little paper now known as the Catholic 
Inter-Racialist, formerly called the Harlem 
Friendship House News. It has only recently 
come forth on newsprint after a clumsy start 
on mimeograph. It expresses the effort of a 
group of priests arid laymen in Harlem, one of 
the worst slums in the world, to awaken hope 
«and confidence in the Negroes of this New York 
ghetto where vice, squalor, discrimination and 
Communism have made terrible progress, and 
religion often is only a front for some further 
mockery by the Communists. 


Unlike some other appeals to the Negro, 
this one seems to me not to condone the 
extravagance in liquor. gambling and other 
frivelities which are overlooked or excused 
as “escapes” by the sordid professionals of 
the political field of “welfare” work. It ap- 
peals te his dignity and faith or a latent 
instinct for religion and it fights for his 
right te a decent job according to his ability, 
neither overrating nor low-rating him be- 
cause he is a Negro. 


Lewis came up when the War Between the 
States was still a bitter feud and the ashes of 
Southern ruins were still warm. There may 
- have been a little more cordial welcome to a 

homeless Southern Negro boy in New England 
then than there is today, although things seem 
to be about even. To be sure, New England had 
led the abolition movement, but New England 
was full of hypocrisy and the North easily fell 
into the habits of discrimination. Lewis prob- 
ably had about the same problem that a Negro 
boy from Berkeley, Va., across the water from 
Portsmouth, would face today if he landed in 
town broke to earn his first year’s tuition at 
oe washing dishes in hotels and restau- 
Tants. ‘ 

This young Negro not only made the Amherst 


varsity, apparently in his freshman year, 1888, 
and played on through unti] he went to Harvard 
in 1892, but won prizes in oratory at Amherst 
and was football] captain and class orator in his 
senior year. The records are vague, but he is 
believed to have been captain of Harvard for 
one game against either Penn or Penn State. If 
so he was a Negro captain in the Ivy League a 
half century before Levi Jackson, now captain 
of Yale. 

He was a big man of reddish or copperish 
tinge with splayed ears the size of your palm 
that lay flat against his big head, and he had 
a pipe-organ voice that could do the business in 
his practice of criminal law. And, although, as 
most lawyers admit, criminal! practice tends to 
lower a man’s reputation, Lewis died exalted in 
the esteem of most of the Massachusetts bar. His 
funeral, from St. Cecilia’s Church in Back Bay, 
was attended by men whose names are a roster 
of the leadership of our most cultured com- 
munity. 

It is not disaparagement of Joe Louis, Bill 
Robinson and a number of other respected Ne- 
groes of the present to cal] attention to the dra- 
matic magnitude of Lewis’ success and his con- 
quest of handicaps, including prejudice.

If Joe Louis came from a cabin in a 
cotton field, William H. Lewis came from 
circumstances much worse.

And if the 
Negro was a rarity in those days in North- 
ern cities he was also expected te be_a 
buffoon and to keep his place, and the humor 
of the day ridiculed and classified him. 


Lewis went to the City Council of Cambridge 
in 1899, only 12 years after he landed in Boston, 
just a boy, busted, a Negro and still to get his 
learning. After three years of that he went to 
the Legislature for three terms, starting in 1903. 

Theodore Roosevelt made him Assistant 
United States Attorney over a hellish row by 
the opposition and in 1911 Taft made him As- 
sistant Attorney General.

His wife, a Wellesley graduate, whom he mar- 
ried in 1893, died of cancer in 1943. 

I write of Lewis not from the clips from the 
morgue but as one who had known and silently 
admired him since a first meeting in 1915.

You could hardly call him a human 

— a being. He was no bigger, really, than an 

eight-year-old, lying on his poor bed, and his limbs were as 

emaciated and pitiful as 23 years of pain and neglect and 
frequent malnutrition could make them. | 


; Work? He had never dreamed of it. He had been a lifelong 
cripple, who had been placed on his bed when he grew too heavy 
to carry about in his parents’ arms, and now he was the cross 
.borne by a brother and his wife, who resentfully gave him meager 
care and prayed for deliverance from their burden. 


Then Carol de Montoya heard of him, and went to see him. 
He would not even responi to her greeting. | 


Now, his muscles stimulated, his mind whipped to activity, the 
young man weaves cane bottoms for chairs, and has had the exhil- 
arating joy of turning over a pay check to his brother keeper. 


Mrs. Montoya is a remarkable woman. She is probably the 
one person in the United States who makes a profession of seeking 
out the desperate and hopeless ones in our midst and turning them 
into useful citizens. 


She has made a career of crippled hands and contorted bodies 
anc rebellious minds that have almost surrendered to helplessness. 


There are dozens of cases in Atlanta like the boy who makes 
cane-bottom chairs, because Mrs. Montoya had the patience to 
discover exactly what work could be fitted to their problem. 

There is the deserted mother, who learned to do reweaving 
and now takes home the torn garments from a laundry and mends 
them while she watches her three children. ... The man, a spastic, 
who wanted to do nothing but operate a business machine and when 
he could not operate it with the speed required, grew furious and 
refused to be helped, until Mrs. Montoya persuaded him to try a 
simpler work. 

There is the mentally retarded man near by who has a contract 
for 10,000 pine cones, to be lacquered and sold to tourists at the 
Little White House, in Warm Springs, and there are dozens of other 
case histories that are having a happy ending because of this one 
woman’s devotion 

Mrs. Montoya is the daughter of a learned and fascinating 
woman, Dr. Bertha Chapman Cady, who has written many books 
on social hygiene, and whose famous “The Way Life Begins” has 
just been republished. ; 

Mrs. Montoya is officially a home industries consultant, and she 
{fs attached to the Hinman Rehabilitation Center, 933 Piedmont 
Ave., N. E., where vocational guidance and work therapy are listed 
as her specific fields. 

She spent 15 years in a mental hospital as an occupational thera- 

pist, was attached to the DeKalb County Public Welfare Depart- 
ment, and to the State Board of Education in its Division of Voca- 
tiona: Rehabilitation. 
- $he is now an occupational therapist at the Cerebral Palsy 
School, an extension of her conviction that it may take longer to 
help crippled children and adults, but it is probably the most 
rewarding work to be done.
